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poes the Result of the Late Elections

Imply the Abandonment of the Con-

gressionn] Plan of Reconstruction?
Tan World maintains that since the late alec-
tions Congress is bound to abandon its pre-
gent plan of reconstruction. Ib assames that
the people have decided againat negro suf-
frage not only in the North, but also in the
fouth, Its argument is that, if the people of
Ohfo, Kansas, oto,, vole againsl granting the
suflrage to colored citizens in their respective
Biates, it wounld be very inconsistent for them
throngh their representatives to forve it upon
the unreconstructed States. Its claim is that
each Btate ghall decide the question of suftrage
for itzelf.

We shall attempt to show that negro suf-
frage in the States that are in the Union, and
negro sufirage in the Southern distriots, noder
the Reconstruction laws, stand upon an en-
tirely different fooling; and that the Congras-
fiomal plan of reconstruction is thoroughly
consistent with leaving each State to deler-
mine the question of suffrage for itself. For
the convenience of the argument, we shall
commence with the proposition last enun-
giated.

The Republican theory is that there areno
Statcs, in the sense of legally organized politi-
pl corporations, in the South, but merely
knorganized, or provisionally organized, com-
munitios, waiting to be organized into States.
The e¢ntire work of reconstruction rests upon
this assumption. If it be not correct, then
we giva up the whole contest. If therehas been
no break in the chain of legal continnity, o that
the people of South Carolinn, under tha provi-
gional organization of which Governor Orr iz the
head, are, in the contemplation of the Consti-
tution and’ of the law, as truly a State of this
Union as are the people of Penusylvania, then
wre wash our hands of all schemes of ‘‘recon-
gtroction.” They are wunconstitutional and
absurd., But we do not 8o believe. We hold
that the amots of secession, together with the
aots of war which counstituted the Rebellion,
destroyed the State organizations of the
seoeding States, so that they were no longer
States of the Union, but were merely commu-
nities of rebellions citizens inhabiting the soil
of certain portions of the United States. The
Reconstruotion acts are but the carrying ontof
that clause of the Constitution whioch provides
that the United States shall guaranteas to ench
of the Btates n republican form of government.
The people of a State that has lost its corpo-
rate existence cannot, under onr system, reor-
ganize themselves. The initiatory proceedings
must originate with a higher power.

But we are doubly fortified in our theory;
for it any should deny that the aots of seces-
gion and war destroyed the constitutional char-
acter of the State organizations of the secediog
fitates, as Htates in the Union, then the concln-
glon irresistibly follows that Mr. Johnson, in
qverthrowing these Rebel State Governments
at the olose of the war, was guilty of revola-
Honary violence, and the orgauizations he
pssumed to erect in their stend were mere
nsurpations, destitute of all comstitutional
validity. And thus we are brought to the
same oonclusion as before, (hat there are no
Stales in the South, but merely communities
waiting to be organized into States.

Now, we lay down the broad proposition
that, in organizing a community into a State,
Copgress haa mo moral or legal right to
disoriminate among it citizens except for
crime. Least of all has it the right to
introduce the absurd idea of color as a
basis of disfranchisement. The Constitn-
tion knows neither white nor black—it knows
only citizens. So Congress, in organizing the
Soutbern communities into States, knows the
people of these communities only as citizens
of tho United States, It haa no more right to
disfranchise the blacks than it wounld have to
disfranchise the whites. Were it to constitute
the State of only a portion of the citizens, it
weould be oreating an oligarchical rather than
& republican form of government. There is,
then, in the Congressional formZof reconstrue-
fion, no forcing of megro suffrage wupon
#States,”’ nor upon anybody. There ia no
foroing of megro suffrage, more than there is
of white suffrage. There is no organized State
ppon which anything may be forced. - Con-
gress gimply finds, as & result of the Re-
bellion, that in & certain portion of the Ualon
the people have lost their State organizations,
aud are in a dissolved and dizsorganized condi-
tion. They cannot of their own motion reor-
ganize themuelves, for there is no legal autho-
rity in their midst to prescribe the first steps
to be taken. Congress, by necessity, as the
paramonnt authority in the natien, and in
aocordance with the constitutional reguire-
ment to guaranlee & republican form of gov-
- ermment to each State, steps in and prescribes
the rules and regulations under which the
people may proceed to reorganize themselves
into States. In doing so it treats the oltizens
as possessed of equal rights. It can do noth-
fug else without violating the fundamental
privviples of equity and of American consti-
tutional law. After these communities have
bern organized into Btates, and are admitted
juts the Union, then their power over the
question of suffrage will be the same as that
porsessed by the other States. If they then
choose to disfranchise & portion of thelr oiti-
zens, whether on grounds of color, educstion,
property, or what not, It will be thelr own
pllsir,

We have thus demonstrated that the Con-
gressional plan of reconstruotion ls not Incon-
sistent with allowing each BState to regulate
the slective franchise for Itself; and we now
proosed briefly to ahow that negro suffrage in
the Rebel communities, and in the loyal States
of the Unlon, stands npon essentially different
grounds, In the North, it is a mere quesation
of justice to a faw colored citizens who are de-
prived ofa right; in the Sonth, it is not only a
question of justios Lo willions of cjtizens, but
it is & question of npational safety and of the
perpetuity of the Union.- Thers must bea
loyal element at the South to balanos the dis-
loyal element, or there iz no sufficient guar
antee of the fature safuly and peace of the
country. To reorganize the Rebel communi-
ties upon an exclusively white basis, is to re-
organize them wpon an exclusively Rebal
basis, To confer the vast powers of States in
the Union npon Rebels, intensely hostile as
the mass of them are, and ever will be, to tha
Union, Ia deliberately to Invoke another war
and to pave the way for naiional disaster and
possible overthrow. Buch a step involves the
giving to the 201,300 Rebels of South Carolina
an equal power in the SBenate of ths United
States with the three and a hall millions of
loyal citizens of Penmsylvania! 1t puts the
78,000 Rebels of Florida om & par with the feur
and a balf wmillions of loyal citizens of New
York! It gives the 357,466 Rebels of Louls-
iana a8 much power as the two and & half mil-
lions of loyal citizens of Ohio! Now, there is
no escaping this result except in balancing the
disloyal element at the South by the loyal
element, and that element is the colored citi-
zeng., The blacks are attached to the Union
by the strongest of all possible ties. Itis to
them the synonym of freedom, of education, of
moral and physical elevation, of enfranchised
aud ennobled manhood. They are loyal by
an instinctive necessity, as strong ns life
itself. They are the only loyal element at the
South upon which the nation can rely. Hence,
we say that negro suflrage iu the South stands
upon an altogether different fooling from
negro suilrage in the North, The exclusion of
the negro from the ballot-box in Olio may be
unjust, but it involves no national peril,
excepl in that wide senze in which all injus-
tice is perilous. DBut the exclusion of the
negro from the ballot-box in South Carolina
involves a mnational danger of the gravest
character, It means the creation of a disloyal
Siate, to cast an equal vote in the Senate with
avy other State, and to wisld the wvast and
uncontrollable powers of a State in opposition
to the peace and life of the nation. Negro
suffrage in Minuesota, which has just adopted
that measure, means justice to perhaps five
bundred cilizens, but it doos not change the
esgential character of the State. Negro suf-
frage in Lonisiana means justice to fifty
thousand citizens, and a loyal Siate true to
the Unien. Negro suffrage at the North is
justice; at the South, it is justice plus national
safety.

Hence, we maintain that it would require
vastly more than the result of the recent elac-
tions to justify Congress in sabandoning the
present plan of reconstruction. We refuse to
recognize the vote of Ohio or of Kansas against
negro suffrage in those Blates as & vote in
favor of Rebel supremaey in South Carolina and
Misgigsippi. We have not the slightest donbt
that upon the naked question of the Congres-
gional plan of recomstiruotion, as opposed to
the Johngonian or Dewmocratic plan, every
Northern State would go for the Congressional
plan by overwhelming majorities. The troe
question is not negro suffrage at the North,
or negro exclusion at the South, but negroe
suflrage or Rebel supremacy In the South; and
upon that question a vast majority of the loyal
people of the North are in favor of negro suf-
frage at the Bonth.

That Broad Btreet Job.
Tuae contragtors for the Nicolson pavement
and their friend the Mayor gesm to be likely
to reénact the old story of killing the goose
that laid the golden eggs. Their course in
attampting to mutilate the beauty of Broad
street, by foreing the pavement on the people,
in opposition to the wish of the masses and in
total disregard to the symmetry of the street, is
likely to aronse so much popular indignation
that every contraot that they may make here-
after will have to be foroed through Councils by
main strength, if, indeed, it can be gat through
at all. The conduot of the contractors is of a
charaoter to excite the utmost opposition, and,
if persisied in, will, while it gives them a fow
more thounsands for Broad street, effectually
preclude & general adoption of the improve-
ment.  The total disregard of the ‘beaunty of
the street, and the grasping avarice, and even
greed, which they display, will canse them
to encounter a host of epemies, which
a little discretion conld have avoided.
Beoguss the Nicolson pavement is a tolerably
good thing is no reasom why we should be
charged two prices fof it, and have twice as
much of it laid as is needed. Yel we under-
stand that the contractors are charging those
who opposed the job four dollars per foot, and
those who favored it twg dollars and twenty-
five cents per foot, while In Chicago it was
laid for much less; and the cost of laying it
here, making liberal eatimates for all exponses,
will not reaoch one dollar and seventy-five
cents per foot. The profits derived from such
a4 little job can be easily patimated. We are
told that a property holder, having twenty
feet front, has to pay from three hundred to
four hundred dollars as his share of the ex-
pense.  This is certainly a very heavy charge
on the holders of property, but if it was
needed, neither they nor we would object to
it, but when it is increased in order to enrioh
the coutractors, and a yet heavier burden s
laid on their over-taxed shoulders, we think
it time that some one should interfere.

Wo have already adverted to the fact that
the accommodstions sbove Master strest are
ample for oarrisges, and that soutk of it

they are fnsnfficlent for pedeatrians. A
oareful oalonlation by au engineer approxi-
mates towards the ascommodations for oar-
ringes of which the fAfty-seven feol above
Master street ara oapable, and it shows that
twelve thousand oarringes can convenlently
pass there every day, and that from six to
eight ocarrlages can with ease drive abreast,
while the unsightly width south of Master
street is oapable for twelve oarriages abreast,
& preposterons number. We leave it to any
of onr readers, so far as the besuly of the
gtreet §5 conperned, whether north of Master,
with its double rows of trees and its correct
proportion of sidewallt and street, it is not
much more bsautiful than south of that
atreet,

Desides all this, It must be rememberad that
the Nicolson pavement, although better than
what we have had, is not the aome of perfeo-
tiom, With the advance of solence and im-
provement, it Is posaibles that a still better in-
vention will, within the course of a few years,
be digcovered, when this will have to be re-
moved. Shall we, then, tax #o0 enermonsly
for what will probably be but comparatively
temporary ! The plank roads, within ten yoears
deemed the roads par ercellance, have all been
discarded to-day., Why, then, shonld the
Nicolson be perpetual? Again, it must ba
remembered that in laying the gas pipes, water
pipes, eto,, whole séctions will have to be
taken up, and defects must exist in Inying it
down again. All these ciroumstances ahould be
taken into aovount, in the lnvish expenditure
in favor of the improvement., In fact, we
hope that Councils will on Thuraday reverse
fts action, and act a8 the good of the masses
demands by passing the bill over the veto of
the Mayor.

Commissioner Rollins and the Whisky
Rings.

I7 is paid, and we have no doubt traly, that
the whisky “rings'” of New York, Philadel-
phia, and other cities are making a combined
effort for the removal of Hon, E. A, Rollina,
Commirsioner of Internal Revenue. Their
guccese in this effort would be a public
calamity. As lopg as Mr. Rollins staya at the
bead of the Department, there will be some ob-
staole to the complete despolintion of the rave-
nue by these consclenceless violators of law.
Even he eannot do a great deal, for his hands
are tied by the absurd wagaries of Becretary
MoCulloch, with his humbug revenue
“Boards,”” which are of about as much prac-
tical use as the fifth wheel to a coach.

If the whole management of the Revenue
Department were confided to Mr. Rollins, as it
ought to be, we have not the slightest donbt
that he would instantly carry the revenue
upon distill® spirits up to thras or four times
ita present amount. He has become protty
thoroughly familiarized with the oparations of
the whisky men, and with the devices they
resort to todefrand the revenne. Heisalso well
posted as to the real character of the colleo-
tors, assessors, agents, and inspectors who
copstitute the looal officers of the Revenus
Department throughout the country. He
knows who are faithful, and whe ars in leagne
with the frauds. DBut his hands are tled.
Sepretary MoCullooh, at the command of the
Pregident, foists upon the servics, for politiosl
ends, the most outrageous characters, swin-
dlers and shoulder-hitters, drunkards and
ariminals—men whom no business man wounld
trust in his ceunting-room alone for & single
minute. This is no exaggeration. It is the
subjeot of universal comment among respecta-
ble men of all parties.

The best evidence of the character of thase
Bevenue Agents is furnished by a comparison
of the returms of 1507, under Mr. Johnson's
officers, and 1560, under Mr. Lincoln's appoint-
ments. The figures speak most elogquently;—

interests of the revenue. Political ocon-
giderations are first and last with hiwm,
The Revenue Department is only a conve-
nient instrument for farthering his own par-
tisan or personal ends. BSecretary MoCullooh
is the facile accomplice of this wretched polioy.
His general theory of the finances may be a
very good one. His impulses are doubtless
right; but he has mnot a partiole of baok.
bone to protect the Treasury against the
raids of the political plunderers who monopo-
lize the favors of the President. Hofar as the
revenue is concerned, he would doubtless be
glad to see it colleoted; but he is not sulciently
anxious therefor to set his face resolutely
against the appointment of bad men for parti-
san ends. 'With such influencss controlling
the action of his superiors, with his haunds
thua tied, Mr. Rolling can do but little. Still,
he manages to give the whisky thieves a good
deal of trouble, and to prevent them from
Laving things entirely their own way. Henoce
their desire to hayve him removed. We trust,
for the sake of the plandered tax-payers of
the country, that they may nol succeed.
